Mid oae to be decried. 
She may 


m«k« effort* to cure it or she may 
not, eitlMf oot caring to overcome 
the habit or believing the feat im- 
possible. But she rarely realties that 
uatldtaem costs. If she would sum 
up what It may mean to her in ac- 
tual money, then «h« might make 
more valiant efforts to cure It. 


/The business person who IB untidy 
loses time. 
And time is money in 


businea*. The business man or busi- 
ness woman whose desk Is a hodge- 
podge of letters, bills, receipts and 
other important business data, who 
never knows where a letter or mem- 
orandum is when-9 wanted, loses 
hours in the course of a week bunt- 
ing for them. 
This time could be 


used much more profitably. The suc- 
cessful business man make* every 
minute count in making money. He 
isn't wasting hours searching for 
things he should be able to'put his 
hands on in a minute. The oppor- 
tunity to make a big sale or land a 
big:order is often lost by the untidy 
person, for while be is scrambling 
around for something necessary, the 
"impatient customer goes to someone 
wbo will not detain him. 
^In the home untidiness costs just 
•s much. The untidy housewife loses 
both time and energy. 
Time may 


not be so valuable to her as to the 
business person, but energy .is. If 
she never knows where anything is 
she takes countless steps and wears 
herself out looking for what she 
wants. If there is a big ironing to 
do, she has to huat for holders or 
ironing stands. Dustpans have to 
be looked up, dust cloths can never 
be found. Scissors are missing, thiai- 
bles are not to be discovered. It is 
one endless and continual search in 
her household for what is needed. 
She wears herself out and either 
pays for additional help or a doctor's 
bill as the price of her untidiness. 


"She doesn't • put it 'down to untidi- 
'ness, of course. She "says-the work 
IS ~too: much fpr:jher~_ 
Bill if she 


would .sift it down li would not "be 
the actual- work?,."but the" nqneces- 


sary work that makes her household 
task* h**vy 
Tbe indlv;; ;a; pay* for untidiness 


in the things sae loses. She never 
knows where anything Is. conse- 
quently. U is buy, buy. buy. Hatpins 
are laid down wherever she takes 
oft her hat. The next time she wants 
them they are cot to be found. The 
same is true of gloves. If handker- 
chiefs would only grow she could 
raise quite a crop with * those she 
plants all about her own home or 
anywhere els- she happens to be. H«r 
underclothes are kept helter-skelter. 
She alnioat Ucubles the cost of dress- 
ing by her untidy habits. And this 
holds good v.'iih nearly all her per- 
sonal belongings. 


Untidiness is uncomfortable, for it 


is exceedingly uncomfortable not to 
know - where one's things are. But 
it is also expensive. If one does not 
consider the discomfort it may be 
necessary to consider the expense. 


Untidiness is a habit that can be 


cured. It is best, of course, to take 
it young. But if the habit is already 
well fastened upon a person, it is. 
nevertheless, not hopeless. It comes 
from thoughtlessness and laziness: 
Sometimes one thoughtlessly leaves 
things wherever she is. "Sometimes 
one is too lazy to put things in their 
place. In either case, no matter how 
inconvenient nor how great the ef- 
fort, one should go and get the ar- 
ticle that7 has been untidily left out 
of place and put it where it belongs. 
It will be hard to do this at first. 
But if one puts up a stitt fight to ac- 
quire tidy habits one will win and 
the battle will grow easier all the 
time.
